Claim 11. (new) A method of manufacturing a light protecting sheet comprising: 

applying a two-component adhesive of white color on one side of an aluminum- 
deposited polyethylene terephthalate film; 

overlaying a transparent polyethylene terephthalate film on the adhesive; 

spreading white ink over an opposite side of the aluminum-deposited polyethylene 
terephthalate film; and 

coating a hot meh layer directly onto the white ink spread over said opposite side. 

Claim 12. (new) A light protecting sheet comprising: 

an aluminum-deposited polyethylene terephthalate film; 

a transparent polyethylene terephthalate film coated onto one side of the aluminum- 
deposited polyethylene terephthalate film via a two-component adhesives, wherein said two- 
component adhesive is mixed with a white pigment to fix said transparent polyethylene terephthalate 
film onto the aluminum-deposited polyethylene terephthalate film; 

a white ink layer coated on an opposite side of the aluminum-deposited polyethylene 
terephthalate film; and 

a hot melt layer directly covering the white ink layer without any layer therebetween. 
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
